U. S. OFFICIALS THINK 


‘SHIP WILL INTERNE 


View Said to Be Held at the 
White House That Ger- 
many Cannot Refuse Rep- 
aration for Sinking of 


Frye.

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 12.— 
Capt. Thierichens of the German aux- 
iliary cruiser Prinz LEitel Friedrich, has 
estimated in his communication to the 
Washington Government, that it will 
require about three weeks to repair his 
ship. The estimate was made after 
shipyard officials here had made a pre 


liminary examination. 
In his letter to Collector Hamilton, 


the German commander declared: 

“My ship at the present time is in very 
unseaworthy. condition and will require 
three weeks to make her seaworthy.” 


Naval constructors will be assigned to 
make their estimate of the length of 
time the ship should be under repairs. 
After that, it is stated here, will come 
a decision as to what will be done. 

A dispute with the crew of the Frye 
developed today over their wages. Capt. 
Kiehne decided to pay them only until 
Jan. 28, when she was destroyed. Some 
of the men are demanding full pay up 
to the day they were landed here. 

The Prinz Eitel went into dry dock 
here yesterday after the captain had 
submitted to Collector of the Port Ham- 
fiton a report on the time he thought 
would be required to repair his- ship. | 
At the same time he submitted a state- 
ment on the sinking of the American 
sailing vessel William P. Frye, sent 
to the bottom by the cruiser in the 
Gouth Atlantic... These statements were 
on their way today to the Washington 
authorities. The Captain has been 
quoted as saying he sank the saa 
can ship because he yegarded her car- 
go as contraband. 

Doesn’t Wish to Interne, 

Capt. Thierichens has declared he 
does not wish to intern his vessel 
and that he will be ready to proceed 
on another raiding expedition as soon 
as the cruiser can sail. 

While the Prinz Eitel was in dry 
dock today for repairs some of the 
discharges crews of the allies’ ships she 
had sunk were on their way to New 
York; others had shipped on English 
vessels loading horses here to be car- 
ried to the allied armies in Europe. 

After the Eitel went into dry dock she 
discharged the crew of British, Frencn 
and Russian ships she had sunk, having 
released the American crew in the aft- 
ernoon. The French crews departed 
late last night by the Old Dominion line 
for New York. A few Russians ‘went 
with them. 

Commander Thierichens assured of- 
ficlals here that neither he, his officers, 
nor men of the Eitel Friedrich would 
set foot on American soil except on of- 
ficial business. 

In the ship yard the released sallora 
of British ships, after receiving thel- 
kits, marched to street cars, singing 
Tipperary.” 

Frye’s Crew Examined. 

When the crew of the Frye had been 
landed they were taken to the custom? 
house and made sworn statements of 
circumstances attending the sinking of 
the ship Jan. 28 last off the River Plate. 
Collector Hamilton took the statements 
and also prepared a joint summary o/ 
conditions which the members‘of the 
crew signed to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington. They were not made »ublic. 

“There Was no conflict of testimony 
by the members of the crew as to the 
‘freumstances surrounding the destruc- 
tion of the Frye,” said Hamilton. ‘All 
were in line with the details given by 
Capt. Kiehne, master of the ship, who 
has said that his ship was blown up 
with her cargo of wheat for. Queens- 
town after the crew had been warned 
to board the German cruiser.”’ 

All but two members of the Frye’s 
crew left the Pring Bitel. They wera

Party Leaders Do Not Expect 
the Total Ballot to Run 
Over 50,000. 


In the primary election for the nom- 
ination of Democratic, Republican and 
Socialist candidates for President and 
members of the Board of Aldermen, the 
voting was light throughout the city 


in the morning hours. The polis 
opened in each of the 474 precincts at 6 
&. m. and will close at 7 p. m. 

Party leaders estimated that the vote 
would not exceed. 50,000. Owing to the 
fact that there are contests among the 
Republican candidates in all but a few 
wards, and but few contests among the 
Democrats, it was expected that the 
hepublican vote would be nearly double 
that of the Democratic vote. The S8So- 
 Clalist vote will be light, because the 
Socialist candidates were selected by the 
party leaders, and only one candidate 
from each ward was filed. 


Voters experienced much difficulty in 
making out their ballots. There are 88 
Candidates on the Republican ticket and 
43 on the Democratic ticket. Many 
voters had their lists of candidates 
made out before they went to the polls 
and used them in marking their bal- 
lots. 
Sample Ballot at Polls. 

Complaint was made to the Election 
Board that sample ballots were in the 
street and 
Chouteau avenue—Ninth Precinct of the 
Seventh Ward. Commissioners Wright 
and May went there and ordered the 
judges and clerks to destroy the sam- 
ple ballots, and not to permit any more 
to be brought in. 

The judges and clerks said a negro 
brought them into the polling place and 
threw them on a table. They were in- 
structed to cause the arrest of any one 
else bringing sample ballots into the 
polis in quantities. Chief of Police 
Young was also instructed not to permit 
the distribution of sample ballots in any 
polling place. 

Republican State Fiaht, 

Except in a few wards the Republican 
organization is standing almost solidly 
behind the slate of candidates selected 
by the ward committeemen. The or- 
ganization is almost evenly divided be- 
tween Louis P. Aloe and Henry W. 
Blodgett for president of the Board of 
Aldermen. A. H. Frederick was in- 
dorsed by the Municipal Voters’ League 
and several other voluntary organiza- 
tions. 

On the Democratic side, the Business 
Men's Conference has an organization 
working throughout the city for the 
siate of candidates selected by it. Four 
Democratic members of the House of 
Delegates—Edward Deffa of the Sev- 
enth Ward, James F. Ford of the 
Eighth Ward, John R. McCarthy of 
the Sixteenth Ward and Charles Stu- 
art of the Twenty-seventh Ward—are 
making a hard fight to win in the face 
of the opposition of the business men's 
organization. 

Democratic Contests. 

P. J. Rohan, a politician and saloon 
keeper of the Fourth Ward, is also 
making a hard fight against F. 3. 
Kersting, the candidate of the business 
men. A. A. Lancaster, former saloon 
keeper, who is now a professional bonds- 
man, is trying to win over the con- 
ference candidate, John W. Hayes, in 
the Sixth Ward. 

Practically no complaints were made 
to the Election Commissioners during 
the heaviest voting period this morn- 
ing.

Answer in Auditor’s Report. 

Now comes Auditor Gordon and an- 
swers in a general way the questions 
which have been asked about the Gov- 
ernor’s use of his contingent fund. 

The Auditor’s report, just issued, 
shows that Gov. Major in 1913 personally 
drew warrants from his office contin- 
gent fund to a total of $1877.60, and in 
1914 to $912.36. A deficiency bill is pend- 
ing, which appropriates $121.79 for the 
Governor for additional expenditures 
last year. This increases the 1914 total 
to $1034.15, and makes the total for two 
years, comprising the first half of the 
Governor's term, $2911.75. 

In 1911, the record shows, Gov. Hadley 
drew $246.41 from his office contingent 
fund, and in 1912, $692.73. 

Travel on State Business Only, 

The warrants issued to the Governor 
personally represent his traveling ex- 
penses. The appropriation bills always 
provide that the Governor’s expenses 
shall be paid only when he is traveling 
cn the ‘State's business. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
to see the Governor's detailed expense 
accounts, Auditor Gordon refused to 
grant his permission. He said he would 
have one of his clerks tabulate the de- 
sired information, but did not set any 
time when this would be done.

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MRS. ROCKEFELLER | 
DIES SUDDENLY AT 
TARRYTOWN HOME 


Oil Magnate and Son, Who Were 
in Florida, Rush North 
on Special Train. 


ONE DAUGHTER WITH HER 


Had Been Ill, but Condition Was 
Not Considered Serious; ‘Was 
75 Years Old. 


NEW YORK, March 12.—Mrs. John 
D. Rockefeller, wife of ths Standard 
Oil magnate, died at 10:20 a. m. today 
at the Rockefeller country home at 
Pocantico Hills, just outside Tarry- 
town, N. Y., where she had been ill for 
some time. She would have been 76 
years old next September. 

While Mrs. Rockefeller has been an 
invalid for many months, it is under- 
stood that her death came rather un- 
expectedly. Her husband, John D. 
Rockefeller, and her son were at Or- 
mond, Fla., and were advised early to- 
day that Mrs. Rockefeller had taken a 
critical turn for the worse. 

Rockefeller and his son immediately 
engaged a special train, which left 
Jacksonville early today, it was learned, 
and is due here sometime tomorrow. 
Mrs. E. Parmalee Prentice, Mrs. Rock- 
efeller’s daughter, was the only child 
present when she died. 

Mrs. Rockefeller’s sister, Miss Lucy 
pee was also ag the bedside. News 

the death reached the employes at 
the Rockefeller estate at Tarrytown aft- 
er it had .been announced in this city. 
Mrs. Rockefeller had apparently been 
recovering recently from her indispo- 
sition and on one day this week had 
been carried to her conservatory to see 
the flowers. She appeared to be better 
and in good spirits yesterday. 

Born in Ohio tn 1839. 

Laura Celestia Spelman Rockefeller 
was born in Wadsworth, O., of well- 
to-do New England parents, on Sept. 
9, 1839. She was her husband’s junior 
by two months. As a child she lived 
in Wadsworth, in Burlington, Io.; in 
Akron, O., where her father, Harvey 
B. Spelman, achieved a competence in 
the dry goods business, and later in 
Cleveland. Here she met Rockefeller 
while a grammar school pupil. The 
romance that resulted in their mar- 
riagé is told elsewhere in the Post- 
Dispatch today. She was = member 
of the Congregational Church, but 
upon her marriage she became a Bap- 
tist and to her religion and her home 
she devoted her entire time. 

“To be a good wife and mother is 
the highest and hardest privilege of 
a woman,” was one of the sayings 
accredited to her by the little circle 
of friends she knew at that time. 
The borders of her world were her 
home. Her whole life was wrapped 
up in her husband and her children. 
She avoided all social functions and 
joined no clubs. 

When Rockefeller’s wealth was 
mentioned in seven figures they left 
their first home for a residence re- 
markable only in its unpretentious- 
ness on Euclid avenue, Cleveland’s 
‘mile of millions.” Here Mrs. Rocke- 
feller reared her four children; a 
fifth died in infancy. 

Led Frugal Life. 

The training given the Rockefeller 
children by their mother is declared cto 
have been almost Spartan. Although the 
Rockefeller wealth increased in leaps 
and bounds, there was only one car- 
riage and a horse cared for by a man, 
who acted as both coachman and hos- 
tler. These were used mostly Sundays 
on the trip to church. Mrs. Rockefeller 
employed two maids, but still insisted 
on doing much of the work herself. She 
also supervised every detail of the care 
and training of her children, particu- 
larly seeking to instill in their minds 
the lesson of thrift. It is related that 
on one occasion she averaged up the 
gas bills for a year and promised as 
spending money to her eldest daughter 
any sum she might save each month by 
watching that no lights were left burn- 
ing needlessly. 

A relative told of her suffering under 
a particularly bitter newspaper attack 
in Cleveland against her husband. At 
her tnsistence, the guards around the 
Forest Hill estate were doubled. Al- 
though Rockefeller received scores of 
letters threatening his life and per- 
sonal friends and relatives pleaded with 
him not to expose himself, he insisted 
on making his usual Sunday trip by au- 
tomobile to the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
Church. 
When Mrs. Rockefeller heard of his 
determination, she insisted on acconi- 
panying him, although poor health had 
kept her confined to the house for some 
time. 

“If anything happens to you," she ‘s 
quoted as saying. “I want it to happen 
to me, too.” 

Of her children, three are living. Sha 
was the mother of four daughters and 
one son, the last named, John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr., being the youngest. Her 
eldest daughter, Bessie, who married 
Prof. Charlies A. Strong, died in France 
in 1906 at the age of #. The second 
daughter, Alice, died in infancy. 

The surviving children are Alta, wife 
of E. Parmalee Prentice: Edith, who 
married Harold Fowler McCormick of 
Chicago, and John D. Rockefeller Jr.

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9] GERMANS TRYING 


IN A BOLD RAID 10 
UT SIBERIAN ROAD 


Party That Escaped From Tsing 
Tau. Proceeds Into Man- 
churia With 20 Camels. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, March 12.—A small party of 
Germans in China is reported to have 
undertaken one of the most striking ad- 
ventures of the war in the East. A 
dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Co. from 
Pekin describes the exploits of these 
Germans, nine in number, who escaped 
from Tsing-Tau after its capture by the 
Japanese and traveled nearly 100 miles 
overland in an effort to tie up Russia’s 
transsiberian railway. 

The dispatch says the party is headed 
by Capt. Rabe von Poppenheim, German 
military attache at Pekin. The eight 
men with whom he set forth made thelr 
way out of Tsing-Tau and managed to 
procure Chinese passports, ostensibly 
far the purpose of going on a hunting 

ition in the Interior. They started 
away several weeks ago and no word 
was heard from them untill recently. 

It now appears that the Germans pro- 
cuted 2 camels and a large supply of 
explosives and pushed northward into 
Manchuria. They are now known to be 
between Buchatu and Tsitsihar, in Man- 
churia, along the line of the Russian 
Trans-continental Railway.

BERLIN, March 12, by wireless to 
Sayville.—The general] staff of the army 
today gave out a report on the progress 
of the war reading as follows:

PROTEST CERTAIN 
UNLESS GERMANY 
ADMITS MISTAKE 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Three 
questions raised by the destruction of 
the American sailing vessel William F. 
Frye by the German converted cruiser 
Frinz Bitel Friedrich. and the entry of 
the: latter vessel into an American port 
for repairs, still were to be determined 
today by the United States Government. 
They are: What action will be taken on 
account of the sinking of the Frye, the 
length of time to be allowed the Prinz 
Eitel to make repairs at Newport News 
and the disposition of her prisoners. 
Pending the completion of an inquiry 
into the case, however, no decision on 
any of the questions involved was ex- 
pected. 

One thing has been settied, and that is 
that unless the German Government of- 
fers to make reparation for the sinking 
of the American ship and expresses re- 
gret for the occurrence, strong protest 
will be made by the American Govern- 
ment and a claim presented for 
Gamages. Officials here are unan- 
imously of the opinion that the 
German captain had no right to sink the 
I'rve. It was thought likely that the 
German Government, after being ac- 
quainted with the facts, would admit 
the mistake of the German commander 
und make reparation. 

In connection with the neutrality 
ypnases of the case officials awaited the 
receipt today of « report from the Col- 
lector of the Port at Newport News 
cuntaining the statements of the Ger- 
men commander setting forth his rea- 
fons for the sinking of the Frye and 
the length of time that would be re- 
quired to repair his ship, Determina- 
ticn of the latter question will be 
reached after an inquiry by an Amer- 
ican naval constructor. Release of the 
priscners will depend somewhat on rep- 
resentations which may be made by the 
varlous Governments who have natlon- 
ale aboard.

Capt. Kiehne to Go to Capital.

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PRINZ EITEL SANK 
PRIDE OF SAILING 
FLEET OF AMERIGH 


Vessel Sent to Bottom by Ger- 
man Raider Was One of 
Largest “‘Square-Riggers.”’ 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—Destruc- 
tion of the ship William P. Frye by the 
German commerce destroyer Prinz Ei- 
tet Freidrich struck from Marine 
lists the pride of the American sailing 
fleet in point of size and equipment, 
and one of the largest square-rigged 
craft in the world. Her loss falls not 
upon an emotionless corporation, but 
upon individual members or connections 
of the Sewall famfly, famous among 
New England ship builders and owners 
since the day when American clipper 
ships carried commerce of the world in 
all the seven seas, and fought. the 
losing battle against steam craft that 
ended American maritime prestige. 

The Frye was built in Bath, Me., and 
granted registry in 1901, with 38 individ- 
uals, six of whom are women, appear. 
ing as joint owners. That ownership 
has never changed, and those who hold 
allotments of the 128 shares into which 
the venture was divided, are scattered 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific Coast. 

The ship was named after the late 
Senator Frye of Maine and to the day of 
his death was a source of pride to the 
Senator. It is recorded that he declared 
himself more honored in having his 
name upon the stern of an American- 
bullt, owned and operated salling vessel 
than if the fleetest of Atlantic steam 
liners had borne it. 

The Frye was a sister ship to the 
Star of Lapland, also built at Bath, and 
because of a minor difference in the 
size of a deck house of the latter was 
seven tons smaller in measurement, the 
Lapland leading American sailing ships 
with 3381 gross tons against 3374 vecord- 
ed for the Frye. Of the 128 ownership 
shares in the Frye only half a dozen 
persons hold more than one or two 
shares apiece.

HEARD WIRELESS NEWS 
SENT 2500 MILES AWAY 
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“EITEL’S 


Ingenuity of Officers Kept German Cruiser Post- 
ed on Movement of Enemies, Although Her 
Instrument Would Send but 900 Miles. 


By Walter S. Meriwether, 
Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch and New York World, 
NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 12.— 


The ingenuity of the officers of the Eitel 
was praised today by one of the former 
hostages of the converted cruiser, Capt. 
W. J. King of the Aberdeen bark In- 
vercoe, sunk by the Eitel off the Bra- 
zilian coast. 

“They overlook no bets,” he said | 
“They are on the job every minute and | 
they have had the luck of a Chinaman. 


But their alertness may have had some- 
thing toa do with their luck in avoiding 
the warships of their enemies. 

“Do you know what they did with 
their wireless? Well, I'll tell you. They 
rigged up an eight-foot kite, used the 
thinly drawn wire of Lord Thompson’a 
rounding machine, made this fast to 
the kite and attached to it the wireless 
receiver. Then, every night, they would 
send up this kite and switch every bit 
cf wireless than was going. Their wire- 
lease could send only 900 miles, but by 
the use of this kite arrangement they 
could hear up to 2500 miles. 

News Put On Bulletin Board. 

“The wireless news that was. picked 
up in this way was wriften out In Ger- 
man and put upon a bulletin board. In 
that way, we heard all about the forc- 
ing of the Dardanelles, the fire on 
board the Touraine and other current 
news. 

‘These kites had to be flown against 
the wind, and on sending them up the 
course of the ship had to be altered, so 
as to bring the wind ahead. They lost 
‘6 of these kites during the time I was 
cn board, that being due to the wind 
suddenly shifting, and the kites tum- 
fling down into the water. But they 
had material enough on board to make 
As many more as they wanted. 

“Discipline? Why, it was the most 
rerfect thing you can imagine, but 
strict. There were some of a boat's 
crew that got a bottle or two of liquor 
from one of the prizes before they sank 
her. They got theirs all right. But 
Tli say for officers and men, not one 
of them ever gave so much as a black 
look at any of us—I mean the prisoners 
they had taken. 

‘The commander is one of the finest 
men I ever met. But he jis all business. 
When six of my crew refused to sign 2 
perole which provided that the signers 
would not engage in an hostile act 
against Germany or her allies, he put 
them in confinement ani placed a guard 
cver their quarters. 

One Is An American. 

“One of-my men who waquidn’t sign 
is an American—that is, he was born 
in America, but had lived in England 
some time. He is over Bell, one of 
the apprentices. The others who re- 
fused to sign are Chief Officer L. W. 
Howard of Liverpool, Second Mate Wil- 
liam Barron of Ireland, Third Mate W. 
H. Mithie of England and Alexander 
Dudfield and J. K. McKarney, both 
English apprentices. 

‘“T signed the parole, but with a pro- 
viso—one I wrote in—by which I am 
free to command ships that may- carry 
contraband of war. 

“But I don’t know as I ever will com- 
mand another ship. I’ve been following 
the sea for 40 years, and it has not 
used me well. Now I think I will be 
quit of it. I’ve been in a typhoon with 
every mast overside, and I’ve been in 
West Indian hurricanes, drifting on a 
lee shore and all fires washed out. 

‘“T’ve commanded a ship which had 
all of her masts standing at 20 minutes 
to 4 o’clock and have seen that same 
ship with nothing left above her upper 
works but a stump of the mizzen at 56 
minutes to 4. 

Vessel Sunk in North Sea, 

‘‘Another vessel I commanded was 
sunk by a trawler in the North Sea, and 
we had not more than seven minues io 
abandon her. I was Captain of the 
American full-rigged ship Success when 
she parted her cables in a heavy gale 
off Valparaiso and was driven ashore. 
Then came this German cruiser and 
my last ship, the Invercoe, went to the 
bottom. 

“Oh, yes, we knew pretty well where 
we were all the time,”’ he replied to a 
question asking if any of the prisoners 
were aware of where the Eitel was tak- 
ing them. “But for this information we 
were largely indebted to Capt. Kiehne 
of the Frye. Being an American, he 
was treated as a neutral and with 
marked consideration. He and his fam- 
fly had the best stateroom on the ship 
and a special steward to attend them. 
While the German officers would not 
volunteer any information to us as to 
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where the ship was going, they totd 
him and he told us.”

Tramp Steamer Nearly Rammed and 
Sank the Eitel. 

NEWPORT NEWS, Va., March 12.— 
The Odyssey of the Pring Eitel Fried- 
rich over two oceans, pursued by three 
of the largest navies of the world, will 
not be complete unti! the story !s tola 
how in the last few weeks of her voy- 
age she was almost sunk by the last of 
her many prizes. Not once was a she!l 
hurled at the Rover by the pursuers 
sweeping the. seas for uer. But the lit- 
tle tramp steamer Willerby, of only 200 
tons, without a gun on board, came 
near sending the adventyrous Germap 
to the bottom, by the tactie of ram- 
ming her, stern foremost. 

For the first six months of her cruise, 
lurking though she was on the edge of 
the highways of commerce and waiting 
for her prey, in constant danger of dis- 
covery and capture, the danger Was 
never visible. To the officers and crew 
there was always the straining sense of 
peril just out of signt, but never onec 
did a hastile funnel break the horizon. 
And only twice was danger audible. Off 
the coast of Chile, near where Admiral 
von Spee’s squadron destroyed the ships 
of Admiral Sir Christopher Cradock, the 
Prinz Eitel Friedrich’s wireless caught 
the warning of heavy ships and be- 
cause of her puny armament she turned 
away. Again, having rounded Cape 
Horn, the cruiser heard the wireless ex- 
changes announcing battle off the Falk- 
land Islands. 

But the little Willerby brought that 
danger home to the daring cruiser in 
the simplest manner possible. On Feb. 
20, just three weeks ago, the Willerby 
was steaming, in light ballast, looking 
for a cargo, when the Prinz Bite) Fried- 
rich was seen making for her. Within 
good eye shot, the cruiser broke out the 
signal for the Willerby to stop, an4i 
from this point the \lllerby’s com- 
mander, Capt. Wedgewood, a slim, dark 
Englishman, takes up the story. The 
Englishman was seeking revenge for the 
destruction of hi: home in Whitly, En- 
gland, during a raid of the German air 
fleet. 

Paid No Attention to Signal.

Capt. Wedgewood, “but I paid no at- 
tention to her. At first I thought she 
was just a merchantman like us, but 
even when I saw her guns I kept on my 
course, trying to get by and pass on 
her port beam. But whén she got to a 
point where it was evident she could 
ram us amidships, we did stop. By this 
time the two ships were so close to- 
gether that the Ejitel had to pass right | 
across our stern. 

“Then I saw my chance. I didn't 
know all these women and children and 
citizen men were on board. I only 
knew she was a German and was try- 
ing to capture us. My ship was gone, I 
knew, and I thought I might just as 
well send the German down along witn 
me, so I ordered our engines reversed 
at full speed, backing us straight to- 
ward the Eitel, slowly slipping past us. 

** ‘Give her hell!’ I shouted to my en- 
gineer. ‘Give her hell as hard as we 
can go it!’ 

“The engineer did hig best. The Wil- 
lerby began to back in good form and 
the commander of the Bitel saw the 
danger. The imprisoned passengers on 
the Eitel saw it, too, and a panic seized 
them. Poor chance they would have 
had if trouble came to the Eitel Fried- 
rich. They were locked up below at 
the approach of every strange ship, and 
there was no escape in sight for them. 
Their cries of fear as the panic took 
them first told me that I was not deal- 
ing with an ordinary ship of the navy. 

“The Ejitel’s commander was talking 
to us with all the English he could 
command. His guns had been uncov- 
ered and unslung as he approached us 
in the first place and they swung to- 
ward us as we backed toward the Eitel. 
But at that close range they could 
hardly have stopped us before we did 
our work. The commander of the Eite! 
probably knew that, too, for while he 
threatened to fire many times, he did 
not do s0. 


“Stop or we fire,’ he shouted from 
his bridge, but my engineer merely 
nursed his engine. The imprisoned pas- 
sengers on the Eitel were making a 
loud noise by this time and it seemed 
that the end was near, but somehow we 
could not get up headway and the 
Eitel at last siipped past our stern. 
missing us by about 15 feet. After that 
there was nothing we could do and we 
surrendered and waited for the board- 
ing party which was then leaving the 
other ship. A lieutenant came on board 
and ordered the British flag hauled 
down. As the ship was captured, I re- 
fused and told him to haul the flag 
down himself, which he did. I begged 
him for it but he refused to give it up. 

The Lieutenant then Informed me that 
the Eitel had several hundred prisoners 
on board, including many women and 
children. I asked him to send all the 
prisoners aboard the Willerby and let 
me take them to a neu al port, prom- 
ising to go to any pla: irected. He 
signaled my request @ master of 
the BHitel, but received ® answer to sink 
the ship. 

‘We were ordered to get into the 
boats quickly, and I ordered the crew 
to lower the boats, They pulled away 
from Rie ship and thinking I would 
have time to get my personal effects, I 
went below, but hardly had I left the 
deck when a German gunner opened 
a hatch and pulling the wheat aside 
placed a dynamite bomb against the hull 
and yelled at me, ‘Get off the ship.’ 

“I jumped into one of the German 
boats with only what I could carry in 
my arma, leaving three lines of washing 
and other clothes on the ship. We had 
hardly reached the crulser when the 
bomb exploded and the ship slowly set- 
tled into the water.

Burden Is on Him, Says Prof Edmunds, Who 
Says United States in Spanish War Ordered 
Its Warships to Destroy Vessels in Con- 
traband Trade Under Urgent Conditions.

Louts Untversity Law School. 


HILE the desirability of sparing 
\W neutral prises from destruction 
except In cases of imperative ne- 
cessity must be admitted, that has not 
keen the practice of nations at war, but 
rather a contention of states at peace. 

It has been truly said that there can 
exist at the same time no such condi- 
tions as a military war and a commer- 
cial peace. An aggressive advocate at- 
tempting to justify the destruction of 
the American merchantman, William P. 
Frye, and her cargo of grain, on Jan. 23 
by the converted cruiser Prins Eltel, 
might press with force the point tha’ 
neutral vessels carrying contrabani 
have been destroyed when no prize port 
was available and when any other 
course would have endangered opera- 
tions, and that neutral states have ac- 
quiesced in such acts. 

Such acquiescence has occurred as 
late as the Russo-Japanese war, 1904, in 
which a great many neutral prises were 
destroyed, among them German and 
English. In some of these cases it was 
justified by Russian Prize Courts from 
carriage of contraband, with no dis- 
tinction made between conditional and 
absolute contraband. Among these neu- 
tral vessels destroyed were the Knights 
Commander, Oldhamia, Icona, St. Kilda. 
Hipsang, Thea, Tatardos and Princess 
Marie. 

In all cases where the captures were 
adjudged justified Russia refused to 
pay damages to neutral owners. 

When U. 8. Justified Destination. 

The acceptance of this position by 
neutrals may be considered as having 
set a precedent which is not without 
force. As further tending to prove the 
validity of acts of destruction as to 
neutral ships the instructions of the 
United States to its-vessels, General Or- 
ders No. 492, in the Spanish-American 
war, set out that:. 

If there are controlling reasons 
why vessels may not be sent in for 
adjudication,‘as unseaworthiness, the 
existence of. infectious disease, or 
lack of a prize crew, they may be 
appraised and sold; and if this can- 
not be. done, they may be destroyed. 
The imminent danger of recapture 
would justify destruction if there was 
no doubt that the vessel was good 
prize. 

And again a telegram of Secretary 
Hay to Ambassador Choate during the 
Russo-Japanese War is pertinent: 

In a subsequent telegram to Mr. 
Choate, on Aug. 6, Mr. Hay, Secre- 
tary of State. said the department 
was not sufficiently advised of all 
the circumstances of the sinking of 
the Knight Commander to express an 
opinion in the case; nor could it say 
that “in case of imperative neces- 
sity,”’ a prise might not be lawfully 
destroyed by a  0Obelligerent cap- 
tor. (Moore’s Digest, vol. 7. p. 520.) 
This referred to the neutral British 

vessel Knight Commander, carrying ma- 
chinery and railway supplies, bound for 
Kahe and Yokohama, Japan. And a 
Russian prize court adjudged this a le- 
gal capture and justified the sinking. 

It may be said, then, that the practice 
of nations at war, in the absence of 
binding force in the modifications of 
the Declaration of London, justifies the 
sinking of any neutral vessel which 
may be lawfully condemned in cases of 
urgent necessity, if the safety of crew 
and passengers is provided for and the 
ghip’s papers are preserved for final ad- 
judication. 

Eiitel In Urgent Necessity. 

That the Prinz Eitel Friedrich was in 
yuch a situation of urgent necessity, or 
danger,-in the proximity of more pow- 
erful hosti'e vessels, can not be doubted. 

It then becomes necessary for the 
German commander to prove that the 
William P. Frye was guilty of offense 
against the laws of maritime warfare 
as would warrant her condemnation. 
He maintains her whole cargo was 
contraband, which, if true, would 
square her destruction with modern 
practice 

The vessel had cleared from Seattle 
for Queenstown with a cargo of wheat 
“for orders.”’. It was not consigned to 
a blockaded port, which would have 
sustified capture and condemnation, nor 
is it evident that it was intended for 
the use of the British forces or Gov- 
ernment. With regard to conditional] 
contraband, & e., foodstuffs and the 
hke, the test under. the old law was 
its destination to the enemy forces or 
Government. But the British Govern- 
ment has publicly cast doubt upon this 
principle of international law, in its 
aote to the American Government 
when Earl Grey said: 

No country has maintained more 
stoutly than Great Britain in mod- 
er ntimes the principle that «6 
belligerent should abstain from 
interferencee with the foodstuffs 
intended for the civil population. 
°* *¢ ¢ The principle which 
I have indicated above is one 
which his Majesty’s Government 
have constantly had to uphold 
againts the opposition of Contin- 
ental Powers. In the absence of 
some certainty that the rule would 
be respected by both parties to 
this conflict we feel great doubt 
whether it should be regarded as 
an established principle of inter- 
national law.

JAPAN DEFINITELY 


MODIFIES SEVERAL 
DEMANDS ON CHINA 


| — 

Agrees to Changes in Clauses 

Concerning Mining Conces- 
sions in Three Sections. 


PEKIN,’ March 12.—Japan has definite- 
ly modified her attitude toward China in 
the matter of insisting upon compliance 
with the demands she made upon the 


Chinese republic shortly after the oc- 
cupation by Japan of the German con- 
cession of Kiaochow. 

These demands for some two months 
have been the subject of negotiations at 
Pekin. 

Having already agreed to the Chin- 
ese counter proposals to discuss Man- 
churia and Mongolia separately, the 
Japanese representatives have now ver- 
bally informed China that they will 
forego completely several of their de- 
mands. Furthermore, Japan is _ pre- 
pared to modify the proposed clauses 
concerning the Hanang, Tayeh, and 
Ping-Siang mining concessions and re- 
vise her requirements concerning Jap- 
anese residents and traders in Man- 
churia and Mongolia. 

The conferences are still proceeding 
The demands as now presented have 
been drafted in the form of a treaty or 
agreement between China and Japan. 
Japan Likely to Hold Troops in Man- 

eshuria for Eventualities, 

YOKOHAMA, March 12.—The dispatch 
of Japanese garrison troops to Manchu- 
ria and Northern China, which has been 
confirmed, has centered the attention of 
the country upon the negotiations for 
concessions from China. 

The newspapers express the belief that 
these military movements are in prepa- 
ration for eventualities in case China 
declines to accede to Japan’s demands. 
It is their opinion that the old garri- 
sons will remain until the negotiations 
are concluded satisfactorily. 


Japan Impatient, Is View of Her Mili- 
tary Activity. 

TOKIO, March 12.—The public inter- 
prets the naval and military activities 
of Japan as evidence of the Govern- 
ment’s impatience at the procrastination 
of China on the Japan demands.

Campbell had married her first hus- 
band, Dr. Taylor, in Ohio, that Dr. Tay- 
lor was a druggist and physician an.l 
had died in the West. The investiga- 
tions of L. Frank Ottofy, attorney for 
plaintiffs, had evidently, to judge from 
his questions, indicated Dr. Taylor had 
died in Kansas in 1875, but Mrs. Shaw’s 
recollection was that he had died in 
Ohio “many years ago, about 1883 or 
1884,”’ 

Mrs. Shaw said that in a visit to 
Otsego County, to an aunt, she had 


been shown an Ohio newspaper in which 
Was a notice of Dr. Taylor’s death. She’ 
said she was 18 years old at the time’ 
of this visit, and that she was born in' 
July, 1866, which would make the date’ 
of the visit 1884. 

Campbells Called On Her. 

Mrs. Campbell, she testified, had twice 
visited her in New York, in the office 
where she was employed, and that she 
and Mr. Campbell had called on her 
several times in the evenings at her 
boarding place in Brooklyn. The only 
time she ever visited Mrs. Catnpbell, 
she said, was when she got a letter an- 
nouncing the birth of Lois, and went to 
the Grand Hotel, and in 1911, when she 
was invited to the Campbell hone in 
Greenwich, Conn., and had luncheon. 

All of the letters except a recent one, 
it appeared, had been destroyed. The 
recent letter, which Ottofy wanted her 
to produces but which she declined ‘to 
do, was in response to a letter from 
her. She had read in the papers here 
of the attempt to break the will by 
questioning the parentage of Lois and 
had written Mrs. Campbell, reminding 
her of her visit to the Grand in 1893 
and offering to tell all she could that 
would help Mrs. Campbell in the suit. 
Mrs. Campbell Asked Her to Appear. 

Mrs. Campbell had written her in re- 
sponse asking her to appear and “tell 
the truth about Lois,”’ and last Sunday 
a Mr. Crispell, a young lawyer associat- 
ed with Sullivan & Cromwell, had called 
on her at her home and asked her all 
she remembered about the visits. 

Another new angle br«ught out in the 
cross-examination wat “*y’s question 
as to whether, during t:. ‘sit, Mrs. 
Campbell had told the witness she had 
been taken sick on the street, had “‘en- 
tered a cab and told the cabman (to 
drive her to the Grand Hotel and that 
he had taken her to the Grand Union 
by mistake, and she was in such a con- 
dition then she had to go into the Grand 
Union for the birth or the infant. 

But Mrs. Shaw said that in all ue 
time she was there Mrs. Campbell had 
never referred to any such incident, had 
not told her the child was born in the 
Grand Union, and that she had naturally 
assumed it had been born in the Grand 
Hotel. She drew a laugh from the crowd 
by her response to a question as to 
whether Lois, at 2 weeks of age, ‘was 
a handsome child.’”’ ‘‘No,’’ she answer; 
“TIT never saw one of that age that was.’’ 
She had previously testified she had had 
three daughters‘of her own. 

Mrs. Shaw was able to fix the events 
definitely in her mind by the fact that 
she was married March 20, 1893, three 
days after the birth of_ Lois. 

Mrs. Shaw's relationship .o Mrs. 
Campbell is a rather roundabout affair, 
théugh back in those days Mrs. Camp.

THIRD PENALTY OF DEATH

Edwardsville Prisener Hears Sen- 
tence, Then Marches to Prison in 
Military Fashion. 


Nikola Gavriolovich, after a new 
trial had been refused at Edwards- 
ville today, was sentenced by Judge 
Hadley to be hanged April 16 for the 
murder of his wife at Madison, April 
3, 1919.

Attorneys for Gayvrilovich said it 
would depend upon what funds could 
be raised whether there would be an 
appeal. 

Gavrilovich has been found guilty 
three times and each time the punish- 
ment has been fixed at hanging. After 
the first conviction he obtained a new 
trial. After the second trial the case 
was reversed and remanded. Between 
the trials, for a period of three years, 
he was in the hospital for the insane 
at Chester. 
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ENGLAND ADDS 
MANY ARTICLES 10 (=: 
CONTRABAND LIST 


Wool, Tin, Copper, Hides and 
Leather Among-Commodities 
Absolutely Barred. 


LONDON, March 12.—The British Gov- 
ernment, it was announced today, has 
added the following articles to the abso- 
lute contraband list: | 

“Wool, woolen and worsted yarns, 
wool tops and noils, tin, chloride of tin, 
tin ore, castor oil, paraffine wax, cop- 
per, iodine, lubricants, hides and all 
kinds of leather suitable for military 
euiqpment, ammonia and its salts; urea, 
aniline and its compounds.’’ 

Foodstuffs for animals, heretofore on 
the conditional contraband list, ave 
broadened to include “oleaginous seeds, 
nuts and kernels and animal and vege- 
table olls and fats, other than linseed 
cil, suitable for the manufacture of 
margarine cakes and meals.” 

This apparently makes cottonseed and 
all cottonseed oii products conditional 
contraband. 

The announcement that wool has 
bbeen made contraband probably will re- 
sult in an alteration of the arrange- 
ment whereby wool was consigned to 
American banks and held to the order 
of the chairman of the textile alilance 
for release to American mills, 

It is expected that the action of the 
Government will facilitate the granting 
of licenses and the shipment of wool 
bought for America at the last auc- 
tions and still in this country. The 
wool market is firm. The congestion of 
transportation facilities is acute.

100 JOIN FIRST REGIMENT 


Members Will Be Paid for Services 
Under Bill Now Before the 
President. 

The work of recruiting the First P~7i- 
ment, National Guard of 1s; to 
its full military strength, received great 
impetus last night, when about 100 ap- 
plicants were admitted to membership 
at the armory, Grand and Manchester 
avenues. It is expected that an equal 

number will be admitted tonight. 

Under the terms of a bill now in the 
hands of President Wilson for his sig- 
nature, the organized militia throughout 
the country is to be paid for services. 
One condition is that the militia regi- 
ments must live up to the strict stand- 
ard of the regular army, which means 
that each company must have 68 men, 
including officers. 

Membership is open to all men be- 
tween 18 and 35 years old who are will- 
ing to devote one night each week to 
military training. In reciprocation for 
this service the State excuses all militia- 
men from jury service. Every member 
in good standing has free use of the 
largest gymnasium in the city, including 
a large swimming pool and an indoor 
shooting gallery. 

In the summer months the $50,000 Gov- 
ernment rifle range at St. Charies is 
open and free transportation is -fur- 
nished for an all-day outing in the coun- 
try. One week in each year all military 
organizations are sent to camp under 
full pay. This usually is in July. Lieut. 
J. R. Robinson and Lieut. F. H. Coes- 
ter are in charge of the recruiting.

WILKINS ON BOND, 
CHARGED WITH 
KILLING WALKER 


Preliminary Hearing Will Be 
Held Next Wednesday at 
Louisiana or Bowling Green. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

LOUISIANA, Mo., March 12.—Fred D. 
Wilkins, charged with the murder of 
Col. Alten M. Walker, was arraigned 
before Justice Omohundro at Bowling 
Green yesterday afternoon and released 
on $3000 bond to appear Wednesday at # 
a. m. before Omohundro, either at Bowl- 
ing Green or Louisiana, as the Justice 
may decide. 

Prosecuting Attorney T. B. McGinnis 
requested that the hearing be held at 
Louisiana as a matter of convenience to 
the witnesses, all of whom live in Louisi- 


ana. The Justice said that was all right, 
but the State of Missouri made no pro- 
vision ‘for ‘the expense of moving his 
court to Louisiana. McGinnis insisted 
that the only expense would be His 
Honor’s railrvad fare and his keep while 
in Louisiana, and offered to look after 
the keep to the extent of a dinner of 
stewed chicken and dumplings. 

Dr. J. W. Crewdson volunteered to put 
up the 83 cents round trip railroad fare 
and it looked as if all difficulties had 
been removed, but the Justice said he 
would take the matter under advise- 
ment until Saturday and then announce 
his decision. . 


Prosecutor’s Attitade on Bond. 

Under the ordinary circumstances the 
nature of the charge against Wilkins 
would have precluded bond until there 
had been a showing at a preliminary ex- 
amination, but, on account of the ver- 
dict of the Coroner’s jury, which was 
unable to determine whether the killing 
of Walker was accidental or felonious. 
Presecutor’ McGinnis felt that there had 
been sufficient showing to warrant him 
in consenting to bond. 

Attorney Eugene Pearson, who ap- 
peared for Wilkins, argued for a 
small bond, pointing out that during 
the nine days that the killing of 
Walker had been under investigation 
Wilkins had made no attempt to get 
away. McGinnis thought the bond 
should not be less than» $4000, but 
eonsented to it being made $3900. The 
bond was signed by Dr. Crewdson, 
Eugene Pearson, and the latter’s 
brother, Dr. Pearson. 

The party made the trip from Lou- 
isiana to Bowling Green in automo- 
biles and were in Bowling Green less 
than half an hour. Wilkins, who had 
been arrested in Louisiana by a Dep. 
uty Sheriff, was released as soon as 
the bond was signed. 

Policy of Silence. 

Wilkins and Attorney Pearson per- 
sisted, after the proceeding, in the 
policy of silence which had _. been 
maintained since Ras Pearson, who 
had been one of Walker’s attorneys, 
advised Wilkins, directly 
shooting, to “keep his mouth shut.” 
Wilkins and Eugene Pearson re- 
fused, as they have heretofore stead- 
fastly refused, to make any statement 
of explain any of the circumstances 
surrounding the case. 

Mrs. Wilkins is at the family home 
on North Third street, where she has 
denied herself to all callers since the 
shooting. There was an unconfirmed 
report that she had left town a few 
days ago, but this is doubted. Attorney 
Eugene Pearson denies emphatically 
that there has been any change in the 
relations of Wilkins and his wife on 
account of the tragedy. 

The attitude of the community is un- 
usual, There is a demand, except on 
the part of Walker’s and Wilkins’ 
friends, that the truth about Walker's 
death be uncovered. Curiously, the 
friends of Walker. who was killed, and 
Wilkins, who killed him, .according to 
Walker's ante-mortem statement, are 
aiding each other in throwing the man- 
tle of silence over the circumstances and 
placing difficulties in the way of Prose- 
cutor McGinnis, who has -had to sur- 
mount unusual obstacles in getting the 
affair into shape for a thorough Inquiry. 

There is a strong demand for a thor- 
ough inquiry and the persistence of 
Prosecutor McGinnis.in bringing it about 
is fully approved. 

McGinnis, as adviser of Coroner Hen 
drix, encountered his first difficulty in 
the refusal of Wilkins to confirm Walk. 
ers’ ante-mortem statement that the 
shooting was accidental. When evidence 
was discovered which seemed to indi 
cate that Walker was shot elsewhere 
than in his office, as he stated, and An 
inquest was held, the jury unintentiona}- 
ly created another difficulty by return- 
ing a verdict which contained a recom- 
mendation that Wilkins be held, instead 
of the mere finding of facts that the 
statute requires. 

Difficulties of Prosecutor, 

Standing on a _ technicality, Justica 
Armstrong refused to issue an informa- 
tion. The prosecutor, under the law, 
could not issue a warrant until Wilkins 
had had a preliminary hearing. * There 
was nothing that McGinnis could do ex- 
cept have a special grand jury called, 
unless a citizen would swear to a com- 
plaint. As the case stood, with the evi- 
dence pointing to accident or great 
provocation, no citizen was willing to do 
this. Then it was discovered that Wii- 
kins, after apparently” pretending to 
leave town, had telephoned to somebody, 
and on this information McGinnis im- 
pressed upon William Brazier that it 
was his duty to swear to a complaint. 

Justice Sullivan of Louisiana refused 
to issue a warrant on the complaint and 
it was necessary for the prosecutor to 
have the warrant issued at Bowling 
Green. The persistence of McGinnis, 1 
the face of so many difficulties, indi- 
cates that he will prosecute the case 
vigorously and solve the mystery in 
which, to a great extent, the killing of 
Walker is afill shrouded.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
* I de not take tssue with your editorial in which 
you say that “now that the free soup kitchen is 
closed St. Louis will be free of hobos and street 
‘Degegars,” but I want to call your attention to the 
Pcst-Dispatch editorial published in November, 
1914, appealing to the Chief of Police to rid the 
streets of street beggars. There was no free soup 
Kitchen in St. Louis during November, 1914. That 
editorial partly induced me to open my free soup 
kitchen. Your statenfent is correct that a free 
soup kitchen is a standing advertiserient that St. 
Louis does no know how to meet the problem of 
the unemployed, but 68 other cities must have 
been equally ignorant of this solution, for that 
many also had soup kitchens. 

The municipal employment bureau which yeu 
Suggest eannot possibly create jobs for unem- 


“ployed men unless it be for the four or five men 


who would be put in charge of the conduct of the 
bureau, Such a bureau would require a large ap- 


_ Propriation to carry its advertising and to send 


men who might be offered jobs in Alton, Bedalla 
or Jefferson City. . 

The only remedy is to create work for the un- 
employed, end this should be started now. By 
erdinance let the streets and sidewalke be cleaned 
daily by tenants or property owners, Let the city 
ecllect this refuse daily. Snow and ice should 
be removed from sidewalks and streets quickly. 
This would create work for many. A special 
bullding could be provided in which people who 
are net mechanics could do various forms of work, 
They mixzht build 26,000 fly-catching traps to be 
put on all the eorners and in the alleys of the city 
helping to make St. Louis a flyless city. Brooms 
evuld be manufactured there. Women ehould there 
de all the sewing for the poorhouse, hospital and 
prison, 

The unemployed could work for five hours, re- 
ceiving therefor $1, and a municipal commissary 
department selling groceries at cost could make 
this dollar worth about $1.50. 

Empty lots could be turned into gardens anéd 
vegetables grown on them for the poor or by 
ordinance they could be kept perfectly clean and 
&® special tax levied against owners who do not 
keep them clean, There are many other ways 
dike this by whieh work could be created, and if 
you are going to get along next winter without 
a free soup kitchen maintained by willing indi- 
viduals, yeu must begin ‘now to prepare work 
which unskilled labor can do, You may depend 
upon it that you will have this problem to work 
upon next winter, but it may be worse then than 
this, 

The solution of the problem is to create work 
and not te create more employment bureaus, _

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INJUSTICH TO WOMEN WORKERS. 

A cartoon, prepared by the Western Garment 
Manufacturers’ Association, shows on one side 
& woman applying for work in a garment factory 
and finding no opening; on thé other side a 
prison factory at Jefferson City with hundreds 
of able-bodied convicts at sewing machines, sew- 
ing for dear life on garments. Beneath are the 
sentences: “Convicts driven to a dafly task on 
women’s work, a line at which they can never 
find employment when released. Eivery garment 
made in prison is just that much less for the de- 
serving woman outside, and the amount she can 
earn depends upon the quantity of work she can 
find to do.” 

The capacity of the Jefferson City Penitentiary 
has been 3,000 dozen every day on work garments, 
says the President of the Garment Workers’ 
Association. 

In the same mail with this cartoon and appeal! 
of the organized garment workers the Post-Dis- 
patch received a letter from a woman who is vain- 


Here is what she says: | 
I don’t know why I am writing to you, but 

féel I must tell someone or I will go insane. . 

I worked about a year ago at factory 

for about two months, and never got so I could 

‘earn more than $3.52 a week, though I tried. 
I've been sick and lately went to work at a 
place on Olive street. I earned $2.68 the week, 
and. then orked for two days for 65 cents, 
if there were no repairs. If there are rep®irs, 
I wouldn’t get even that much, as whoever 
makes the alterations will get counted for 
that work. What I wish you to understand 
is that I worked a week for $2.68, and I’m 
not without some experience. I cannot live 
on that, nor can you or anyone. There are 
girls there who are not getting $7 a week and 
how can we live on that? I must earn more, 
and sewing is all I know. 

Contract convict labor is the sweatshop at its 
worst. And it is the most potent agent in sup- 
port of the worst sweatshop system outside prison 
walls. To compete with prison labor, employers 
are tempted to rob their workers and the workers 
are compelled to utilize eVery moment of daylight 
and ounce of strength for a starvation pay.

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HI JOHNSON’S NAPOLEONIC IDEA. 

‘If hardly advanced enough yet for serious dis- 
cussion, the plan of Gov. Hi Johnson and Million- 
aire Rudolph Spreckels to buy the Western Pa- 
cific for the State of California is at least inter- 
esting in its present stage. 

The road runs from Salt Lake City to Oakland 
and has a mileage, including one short branch, 
of 931. Its capitalization, half stock and half 
bonds, is $150,000,000, which figures out at the 
rate of $161,106 per mile, much of its extent being 
costly mountain construction. 
$75,000,000 in stock is owned by the Denver & 
Rio Grande, which guaranteed payment of deficits. 

Certainly if California is ever going into the 
railrodd. business, now is the time to buy, when 
railroad securities are unprecedentedly cheap. It 
ought to acquire the equity giving control of this 
road for a comparatively small éxcess over the 
amount of the mortgage bonds. But if the road, 
under private ownership, could not pay the inter- 
est on its mortgage, is it probable: that the West- 
ern Pacific could pay ft under public ownership? 
Gov. Johnson: says California should have the 
road to bring down transcontinental rates. Has 
the Panama Canal failed to bring down those 
rates? 

Ownership by one state of a railroad traversing 
the territory of two other states would give rise 
to novel. legal and other questions. What attitude 
would Utah and Nevada take toward California 
control? Could this control be maintained in the 
face of their hostility? Would California be 
benefited at the expense of Utah and Nevada citi- 
zens? We may expect that if public ownership 
of railroads ever comes interstate lines will be 
owned by the general Government and ownership 
by the states confined to lines within their own 
borders.

The Coma of Education 


VERY year the demand made by 
the American people upon the 
American school is greater. The 

thirst for knowledge grows with what 
it feeds upon. The conditions in Amer- 
ican life are changing constantly. What 
we need is a system intelligently con- 
structed and flexible in its applications, 
under which we may turn out of our 
schools boys and girls, not finished 
products of a meckanica! system, but 
men in the making, started on the way 
io a genuine educatioon, wiich life it- 
self can cormplete. The course.to be 
followed at these schcols will change 
with the changing conditions of.Ameri- 
can life, will vary with the varying 
demands made upon the new generation 
in different sections of the country. 


But let ug rid ourselves of the 4as- 
sumption that the American school sys- 
tem is of itself. sufficient to meet all 
of the requirements of modern life. It 
is one of the influences to which we 
look for the development of the Ameri- 
can character, for fitting the future 
American fully to meet all of the oblli- 
zations of American citizenship. It is 
not enough that we should have law- 
yers, doctors and preachers; or that 
we should have electricians and engi 
neers and brickliayers; or that we should 
have mechanics and railroad men and 
farmers. The school system should en- | 


large the choice of every graduate or of 
every person who enters the school and 
leaves it before graduation. Education 
should strike down the bonds of igno- 
rance; it should enlarge the field of 
observation and activity; but it should 
not undertake to consign a child of 14 
to any definite calling in life. They 
must be left to the future. Few men 
at 50 are following the course deter- 
mined for them at 15. 

This do@s not mean that there is no 
place in our school system for some 


} form of vocational preparation, but it 


ought to be a preparation for any vo- 
cation, rather than a preparation for 
& vocation selected for a boy or girl, 
at 10 or 12 or 14, by parent or teacher.
